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AN EMPIRE BUILDER. 
What goes to the making of an interest- 


ing book We are quite certain that the; 


sketches of the past and of the present 
that Sir Archibald Anson has given us are 
most interesting, and yet there are very 
few stories in it. As the yorivest 2 
through @ book he is often on the -out 
for lively incidents and’ amusing stories, 
and sometimes he fails to tell reader 
that a book is oat ate ve reading 
apart from mere incident or gs 
air Archibald Anson tells a straight- 
forward tale of his life since the 'twenties 
to the present day. He served in the 
Crimea, and. occupied many - 
tary, diplomatic, and administrative—and 
these posts have taken him to Mauritius, 
Madh ascar, and the Straite Settlements. 
For the reader with eyes to note the re- 
markable narrative which the author has 
written, it is most significant and most 
informing. Sir Archibald Anson is an artil- 
lery officer, and yet not a little of his 
work consisted in governing de cies 
of the British Empire. A book like his 
compels us to ask the old question: 
Wherein consists the superiority of the 
British race? For no other race sg 
anything like its qualities of erstand- 
img the backward races of mankind. A 
soldier turns to the work of government, 
and it is clear that he possesses that in- 
stinctive feeling for native wishes and 
ways which are the chatacteristic of our 
race. Here and there facts emerge. For 
example, Sir Archibald came home from 


. Penang on leave. He returned to Penang 


unexpectedly. There, to his delight, he 
found his former servant, standing up in a 
boat, in spotless white garments and 
turban, coming alongside the steamer. It 
was, naturally, a great saving of trouble 
and inconveni@nce to be able to hand over 
all his things into hig efficient charge, and 
to be saved the tronble, difficulty, and 
delay of trying to find a servant. On 
landing he also found his other former 
house servant and one of his syces await- 
ing him. The author had had no time to 
get into communication with them, yet 
they were awaiting his arrival. Tis speaks 
well for the servants, but it speaks no less 


‘well for their master. It is in touches 


like this that we glean much about the 
nature of our rule and of our rulers in the 
Far East. 

One of the most atiractive features in 
the book is the account of the visit the 
author paid to Madagascar in 1862 when 
he represented Queen Victoria at the 
Coronation of Radma II. There is a por- 
trait of the sovereign, which represents 
him as an able man. Some of us may 
know about the persecution of the 
Christians which Queen Ranavalona 
ordered in the ‘thirties. They serve to re- 
mind us that no part of the past of history | 
is out of date. For, in some part of the 
world to-day, we can parallel almost any 
event we keep in our mind. No one can 
read the thrilling account of the suffer- 
ings which the istians of Madagascar 
bravely endured without seeing that the 
spirit of devotion of faith is just as strong 
in the Madagascar Christians-as among the 
men and women of the sixteenth century. 
In the ‘thirties of the nineteéhth century 
Malagasy martyr after martyr was dono 
to death because they refused to give up 
their Christianity. The soldiers who stood 
round the stake where the nobles about, to 
be martyred were bound asked them where 
was their God, that He did not come and 
save them, and they, pointing upwards, 
said: “ We are going to Him, He 1s ‘ wait- 
ing for us.” They did not cease singing 
hymns, waving their hands to their friends, 
until they became unconscious. Sir 
Archibald was horrified to find that such 
proceedings were enacted in the nineteenth 
century, and observed to a certain 
tahaniraka that Queen Ranavalona must 
have been a wicked woman. The ready 
answer was, “ But what about your Bloody 
Mary?’ 

Incident after incident passes before us 
in the narrative which the author has skil- 
fully woven into a whole. All uncon- 
scionsly, Sir Archibald Anson has revealed 
much of his own character. There are 
some men whose companionship, even on 
paper, is so helpful, their sympathy so 
wide, their judgment so broad, their 
temper so fine, that one is lifted, as it 
were, into a serener atmosphere while one 
is with them. Such a man is Sir Archi- 
bald Anson. It is a pleasure to be in his 
society. The secret of his influence lies 
in his sincerity, his single-mindedness. and 
the sensitive feelings that enabled him to 
undersiand and ap;reciate the aims and 
the achievements of the many types of men 
among whom his lot has been cast.

MESOPOTAMIA. 

No more apt description of Mesopotamia 
than “ as spake the British Tommy, ‘ miles 
and miles and miles of sweet damn all’”’ 
could possibly be fouhd. Underlying that 
gallant gentleman's laconic. expression, 
however, is a tragic story of sufferings 
heroically borne—the tortures of heat and 
flies, sandstorms, floods, bitter cold, fevers, 
hunger, thirst and exposure. Added to 
these were the ordinary incidents of war 
against . a foe who was, however, fairly 
civilised, and the horrors of possible cap- 
ture and torture by the savage tribes of 
the desert. To what extent these suffer- 


‘Ings might have been ameliorated by a 


fuller appreciation of the circumstances by 
the War Office Liewtenant-Colonel Tennant 
does not say, but the reader is bound to 
think that to many of the great minds at 
home distance lent a sense of unreality to 
the appeals from that sorely-tried expedi- 
tionary force. 

The title, “In the Clouds above Bagh- 
dad,” conveys the impression that the book

Dr. Shaw insists that 
far worthier than the materialistic visions 
of Heaven supplied by mediums is Paul's 
admission of ignorance: “Eye hath not 
seen.nor ear heard, neither hath it entered 
the heart of man to conceive the glory 
which shall be revealed hereafter.” We 
e the quotation as printed by Dr. Shaw, 
t we must point out that he has badly 
mangled this familiar Scripture. More- 
over, his application of it to the future 
glory of redeemed man is in error. The 
postle is not thinking in this passage of 
the heavenly glory, but of the immense 
spiritual blessings undreamed of in former 
ages, but mow conferred on believers in 
Christ. ‘Mr. Huntley Carter's preface is 
a disappointing ormance, and pos- 
sesses neither the competence nor the 
gravity which serious readers will expect. 
The Rev. G. Vale Owen’s book, entitled 
“ ~ agg Messages,” with the sub-title, 
“The Life Beyond the Veil,” appears in a 
guise and under auspices that should en- 
sure its popularity. It appears that this 
is Book I.; and that it deals with “ The 
Lowlands of Heaven.” It is to be followed 
Book JII., entitled “ The Bi hjands of 
eaven.” Evidently someon is an eye 
for attractive titles. Then we have an 
appreciation by Lord Northcliffe, and an 
introduction by Sir Arthur Conan Doyle, 
two very notable eg indeed, for any 
book. Further, these “messages” from 
Heaven have already secured considerable 
age 9, having appeared in serial form 
in The Weekly Dispatch, Now they have 
ttained to the dignity of literature, and 
e being published in five languages. No 
doubt, there will be many who will be im- 
pressed by all this onterprise, but what 
does the book itself come to? Do these 
“spirit messages’’ give us any authentic 
information from, and about, the world 
beyond? Of course, we accept Mr. Vale 
Owen’s sincerity. He honestly believes 
that the automatic writings that flowed 
from his pen in the vestry room of the 
church of St. Margaret, Oxford, are 
genuine communications from his departed 
mother, and that he was merely her 
amanuensis. It would be courteous also to 
admit that Sir Arthur Conan Doyle's 
opinion is worth something, and he re- 
gards these mossages as an “ inspired docu- 
ment of the new revelation.” But names 
amount to little, for there never yet has 
been an opinion, however fantastic, but 
could secure respectable backing. The 
one question is: do these messages tell us 
anything that is mew that will commend 
itself as an acceptable revelation to the 
common religious, and specially the 
common Christian, consciousness? The 
answer is—there is nothing. There is 
nothing here but what imagination and 
fantasy might weave out of the Bible and 
Milton and “The Pilgrim’s Progress,” 
and there is a great deal, such as hills 
and vaileys and trees, houses and gardens 
and palaces, and animals, which, while 
quite to our liking, as furnishing for an 
earthly Paradise, is not what we think of 
Heaven. There are also curious items 
which inquisitive readers will find per- 
plexing,’ such as the horses and riders, 
which at one moment may be prancing 
along a celestial roadway, as subject, ap- 
parently, to the law of gravitation as any 
drayman's cart, and the next may be over 
the cliff edge and proceeding “by aerial 
flight.” But we must leave Mr. Vale 
Owen to our readers’ own judgment. They 
may get some good out of these fantasies 

which is hidden from us.

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IRELAND’S WARS. 

Mr. O'Connell's history of the Irish 
wars covers the period from the Norse in- 
vasions to 1798. The author states that 
“ the idea of this small volume is to pre- 
sent an outline of Irish military history, 
divested of all political, social, or economic 
complications.’” It is seldom that writers 
on Irish history escape involving them- 
selves in such “ complications,’ but.Mr. 
O'Connell has not once transgressed his 
self-imposed limitation. His history is 
the story of military operations, and 
nothing else. Even upon these operations 
he tp mJ allows himself to pass judgment, 

In describing Cromwell's sant and suc- 
cessful campaign Mr. O'Connell explains 
the surrender of the Munster garrisons to 
the forces of the Parliament by the fact 
that these garrisons were largely composed 
of English Royalists in the service of 
Ormonde, whe had no mind to hold out 
and be butchered in the end as Cromwell 
grimly threatened. This is, no doubt, 
true, and we think it very probably true 
that the garrison of Drogheda was also 
composed for the most part of English 
Royalists, as Carlyle long ago contended, 
a view endorsed by Lord Ernest Hamilton 
in his recent volume on the Rebellion of 
1641. In connection with the fall of 
Wexford Mr. O'Connel!] allows himself for 
once to pass a moral judgment by the use 
of the word “treachery.’’ But the only 
trustworthy account of the siege and of 
the negotiations for surrender that we 

ossess—vz., Cromwell's very fine letter 
to Speaker Lenthall—makes it fairly evi- 
dent not that there was “treachery,” but 
misunderstanding, and that Cromwell, who 
was “studying to preserve the town from 
plunder,’’ gave no order to put the 
garrison to the sword. Ruthless Cromwell 
may have been, though it is very evident 
he preferred mercy when it would ayail, 
but of treachery he was incapable. We 
have pleasure in commending Mr. O’Con- 
nell’s well-written and _ well-informed 
account of the “Irish Wars” to our 
readers.

PROSECUTIONS FOR MILK 


ADULTERATION. 


In the Southern Police Court yesterday, 
before Mr. Swifte, K.C., Robert Lazenby, 
farmer, of Woodside, Sandyford, was summoned 
for having, on several occasions in July, sold 
adulterated milk, to the prejudice of William 
Nash, the purchaser. 

Mr. Burke, Assistant Law Agent, prosecuted 
on behalf of the Corporation. Mr. E. H. 
Burne defended, and Mr. Bradley held a watch- 
ing brief on behalf of the Dublin and South- 
Eastern Railway Company. 

Mr. Burke said that there were nine 
summonses, arising out of samples taken by 
Inspectors Tutty and Egan, at Harcourt street 
Station, from cans of milk consigned by the 
defendant to Nash and Co., Dublin. The 
analysis showed that the samples of milk were 
adulterated with added water as follows :— 
7th July, 26.6, 4.9 and 6.25 per cent.; 8th July, 
7.5, 7.5 and 21.4 per cent. In view of the 
defence which might be made, he (Mr. Burke) 
had summoned the railway porters and guards 
to prove that the milk could not have been 
tampered with on its way from Stillorgan 
Station to Harcourt street. The defendant had 
insisted that delivery of the milk should be, 
taken at Stillorgan, but the question of the 
point of delivery did not arise in a case where 
milk and water was sold to the prejudice of 
the purchaser, 

Mr. Burne said that if there was no delivery, 
there was no purchase. He intended to fight 
the case purely on its legal aspect. Mr. Drury, 
K.C., had felt constrained to dismiss a similar 
case oh the ground that eamples were not 
taken at the place of delivery, which, in this 
case, was Stillorgan Station. He asked that 
the cases be taken separately, the decision in the 
first to govern the others. 

Mr. Burke examined a guard and a railway 
porter, with a view'to showing that the milk 
could not have been tampered with in transit. 

Mr. Corkman, manager of the Lucan Dairy, 
of which Messrs. Nash are proprictors, stated 
that the defendant was supplying the firm with 
milk for about three years. The contract 
began in a conversation, which was subse- 
quently confirmed by correspondence. 

To Mr. Burne—At first Mr. Lazenby refused 
to send any milk to Dublin in any circum- 
stances. It was made perfectly clear that the 
place of delivery should be Stillorgan Station. 

Mr. Swifte adjourned the further hearing 
till Thursday next. 

A SERIES OF CONVICTIONS. 

In the Northern Police Court, before Mr. 
Cooper, K.C., Patrick Roche, dairy proprietor, 
138 Nerth Strand, wes summoned by 
an ile of the Dublin Corpora- 
tion, fá” having sold a half-pint of new milk, 
from which at least 10 per cent. of its fais 
had been abstracted (it contained 2.7 per cent. 
of fats, whereas it should contain ai least 3 per 
cent.). The defence was that the milk had 
been bought from a farmer, and was not 
tampered with im any way by the defendant. 
A fine of 20s. was imposed. Mr. Burke, 
Assistant Law Agent, prosecuted on behalf of 
the Corporation, and Mr. James Brady defended. 

Frederick Clarke, Cottage Dairy, Finglas, 
was fined 20s. on a summons for having sold, at 
St. Patrick's road, milk adulter by the 
addition of 4.9 per cent, of its weight of water. 
Mr. 3%. H. Burne, solicitor, for the 
defence, and called the defendant and all his 
employés, who stated that the milk was not 
tampered with in any way. The magistrate, 
said that he could-mot go behind the analyst's 
cértificate. Even if the Twelve Apostles came 
down and gave evidence, they would not dis- 
plage the @falyst’s certificate. 

James Dungan, 26 Lower Dorset street, was 
fined 20s. on a summons, marg him with 
having sold new milk, from which 10 per cent. 
of its fats had been abstracted. 

Kate Free, 2 St. Aune’s road, Drumcondra, 
was fined 206. on a charge of selling milk 
aduiterated by the addition of 4.9 per cent. of 
its weight of water. 

Patrick Downes, 17 Prospect square, was 
fned £1 10s. on a summong for hav- 
ing. on the 13th July, sold half a 
pint of new milk from which 15.2 per cent. of 
ite fats had been abstracted (it contained 2.6 
per cent. of fats, whereas it should contain 3 
per cent.), Mr. J, A. Scott appeared for the 

efence. .

Warsaw reports the continued retreat of 
the Russians and the capture of an entire 
Bolshevik brigade on Thursday. 

According to a report of the French 
Mission in Warsaw 80,000 Bolsheviks have 
been captured in Poland, 40,000 killed, 
and 30, 
tier. 

A report from Germany states that 
heavy fighting between the Russians and 
Poles has taken place near Friedrichshof, 
and that 800 Poles have crossed the Ger- 
man frontier. 

A crowd of German Nationalists stormed 
the French and Polish Consulates at 
Breslau on Thursday night and destroyed 
the furniture arid documents. - 

Workmen near Berlin destroyed four 
seaplanes and twenty-eight torpedo 
throwers which were to have been handed 
over to the Allies. 


The Prince of Wales arrived at Apia, 
Samoa, on Wednesday, and was welcomed 
on landing by the Administrator, the 
principal European residents, and a large 
gathering of Samoans.

The Path of Peril. 


The shocking tragedy which took place 
in Dundalk yesterday constitutes the -cul- 
mination of a week of sinister events. On 
Sunday last District Inspector Swanzy 
was shot dead on his way from church in 
the fown of Lisburn. On the same day 
there was an outburst of incendiarism in 
the town, which resulted in widespread 
and wanton destraction of valuable pro- 
perty. Over forty houses, many of them | 
well-stocked business premises, » were 
wrecked, and for over a day Lisburn, was 
in the hands of a devastating The 
trouble soon spread to Belfast. Gere the 
smouldering resentment left by the 
rioting in July burst into a blaze, and 
all the old ferocity of party and religious 
strife was unchained, with the result that 
the Ulster capital, for the second time 
within two months, was the scene of the 
most violent and terrible conflicts between 
opposing factions. Fortunately, the pre- 
sence and prompt action of the military 
prevented the disturbances from develop- 
ing into pitched battles, but one man was 
killed and there was a large number of 
minor casualties. Hot on the heels of 
Belfast came Dundalk. Yesterday morn- 
ing, only a few hours after midnight, a 
large drapery establishment was set on 
fire. It is stated that petrol was used by 
the perpetrators of this awful deed, and, 
unfortunately, there can be no doubt that 
it was done with deliberate malice. The 
building was inhabited by a number of 
assistants and servants, all of whom were 
asleep when the fire began. Three of 
them—two ladies and a young man— 
perished in the flames. The material de- 
struction was very great. The fire spread 
to a grocery establishment and the 
premises of the Ulster Bank, and a 
whole block of buildings was completely 
gutted. Materia] loss, however, is negli- 
gible in comparison with the loss of human 
life. The horrible fate of these three 
innocent victims should give pause even 
to the most fanatical and infuriated Irish- 
man. We welcome the action of the 
citizens of Dundalk im condemning the 
evil deed which has brought sorrow and 
desolation to their town, and note with 
pleasure that a prominent local Sinn 
Feiner has taken his stand. with the 
Protestant and Roman Catholic clergymen 
in deploring such acts. Ireland is being 
dragged into a vortex of crime and re- 
prisal. Already, from Cork to Belfast, 
and from Limerick to Dundalk, murder is 
followed by outrage, and outrage again by 
counter-outrage, in sickening succession. 
There never was an hour in Ireland's 
history when she had greater need of her 
children’s loyalty than she has now. It 
is futile to babble political catchwords, and 
hurl recriminations from party to party 
and from creed to creed. At a time of 
national peril, when a whole people is 
threatened with the horror of fratricidal 
anarchy, all responsible men and women 
should take counsel together and abandon 
their prejudices. Can any Irishman, 
whose loyalty to Ireland goes deeper than 
the froth of wordy protestations, ignore 
the warnings of the past few days?

Economic Evils. 

We printed yesterday a brief summary 
of a paper on “Credit, Inflation and 
Prices,’ which was read by Mr. A. H.: 
Gibson at the meeting of the British 
Association. Mr. Gibson has the gift of 
clear exposition, and he treated his diffi- 
cult subject in a way that made it possible 
for everybody to understand the country's 
economic plight. He pointed out that, 
according to the balance-sheet position of 
the banks, considered as a whole, but ex- 
cluding the Bank of England, the amount 
due to customers on deposit and current 
account at the end of last December had 
increased by £1,328,000,000, or 124 per 
cent., as compared with December 3ist, 
19135—an average increase of £221.000,000 
per annum. During the six years there 
was no excess deposit over withdrawal of 
legal tender; on the contrary, there was 
an almost continuous absorption of legal 
tender by the public on account of in- 
creasing commodity prices. Consequently, 
he argued, the whole of the increase in 
customers’ credit balances for this period 
must be attributed to credit expansion by 
the banks, inclading part of the credit 
created by the Bank of England; and the 
great expansion in bank credit during the 
six years, therefore, represented the crea- 
tion of new credit and less liquidation of 
old credit. Turning to the effect ol 
monetary inflation on commodity prices, 
Mr. Gibson pointed out that the available

At the close of his address Mr. Gibson 
appealed for a widespread campaign to 
educate the masses in the elementary 
principles of production, distribution, and 
consumption. We endorse his appeal. 
Effective measures must be taken to 
counteract the evil doctrine which has 
been embraced by so many of the working 
classes, that their interests are best served 
by limitation of output. There could be 
no greater fallacy than the supposition 
that the less a man does the more employ- 
ment there will be for others. The wealth 
of a nation depends on wits output. 
The greater the wealth the greater the 
consumption, and the more consumption 
the more employment for those who make 
and handle the consumable commodities. 
In pre-war days we used to hear oceania 
ally of cases where unemployment Was 
caused by “ over-production.’’ “ Under- 
consumption’ would have been a more 
correct term. Rarely in the history of in- 
dustry has the output of articles in general 
use been too great. Goods or services can 
always be sold if the would-be purchasers 
have the money. The lower the cost of 
production the more likely are the goods 
to find an effective market, and it is 
obvious that the cost of production de- 
pends almost entirely upon the output in 
propo’tion to the machinery—and other 
capital equipment—and to the labour em- 
ployed. It follows that increased produc- 
tion lowers prices, enlarges the market, 
increases employment in the industry 
immediately concerned, and reacts favour- 
ably on all other industries. Some of the 
saner leaders of Labour have made praise- 
worthy efforts to drive these facts home 


to their followers, but their number is 
lamentably.small. “The rank and file must 
grasp the fact that they consume about 
90 per cent. of the fruits of production, 
and that, therefore, they have everything 
to goin by intensified output and every- 
thing to lose by a wilfully diminished out- 
put. They are the arbiters of their own 
fate. On the one hand, there is the 
promise of high wages and a comfortable 
standard of living; on the other, the cer- 
tainty of unemployment and hardship. 
Unless they accept tne advice of men like 


Mr. Brownlie and Mr. Clynes on this 
question they will plunge themselves and | 
their country into ruin.

Green plants arrived a few million years | 


afterwards and broke up some of the. 
carbonic acid, releasing oxygen, which, 
incidentally, heralded the advent of man, 
with other breathing animals. Now comes 
the tragic part of the story. This ,Pro- 
cess is accompanied by a slow absorption 
of the carbonic acid by silicates. They 
decompose at a rate which can be gauged, 
ana it seems, their decomposition is so 
rapid and widespread that all the carbonic 
acid of the atmosphere will be gone in 
200,000 years, if not, indeed, sooner. Of 
course, all life on earth would come to 
an end long before the last traces of the | 
acid disappeared.

BRITISH SQUADRON AT DAXMZIG.

in the Gulf of Damzic, amd anchored for the 
moment off Neufahrwasser, the port and euburb 
of Danzig. One of the cruisers flies the flag of 
the British Admiralty. The paper adds that 
there are two other British warships and two 
French armoured cruisers in the harbour. 


SIR REGINALD TOWER AND 
DANZIG ASSEMBLY, 

Sir Reginald Tower, High Commissioner, ad- 
dressing the Danzig State Council on Thursday, 
said that the Allies were determined that the 
Peace Treaty. should be carried out. The re- 
grettable resolution passed by the Danzig Con- 
stitutional Assembly about neutrality had 
caused astonishment and excitement among the 
Allies: Danzig was not yet a free Stale, and 
had no right to make any declaration about 
neutrality. Sir Reginald criticised the Assembly 
for putting obstacles in the way of the transport 
of munitions for the Poles, and the right of 
Poles returning to their country, and eaid that 
whether Danzig became a free State or not 
depended upon the next few days. If more 
foreign troops were landed at Danzig it was the 
fault of the Danzigers themselves. The U

they were hostile to tho Poles, but in order to 
save their own country from war, and they 
would be grateful to the High Commissioner if 
he would present this aspect of the case to the 
Allies.

ARMS AND AMMUNITION

The little garrison were completely surprised. 
One coastguard is reported to have fired 
several’ shots at the attackers, but he was 
eventually overpowered and placed under arrest 
by the Volunteers. 
The garrison were then marched out of the 
building, and were put under guard in an ad- 
joining outhouse. of 
The arms and ammunition on the premises 
were next sei and conveyed to waiting 
motors, which immediately drove off, The furni- 
ture and personal belongings of the coastguards 
were next removed, and the building was then 
set on fire. Every portion of it was soon in the 
ip of the flames, and yesterday morning it 
fed been completely destroyed. ;

VERDICT OF. WILFUL MURDER. 


Our Omagh C ent telegraphs :—Ad- 
dressing the jury at h at the inquest yes- 
terday on Const James Monelly, who was 
killed om Thursday in the raid at Drumquin 
Barracks, Mr. Andrew Leitch, Coroner, suid that 
the victim had been shot with less ceremony 
than if he had been a dog. It was a woeful 
thing that they were living in a country where 
men could be hurled into cternity for no reason 
other than that they belonged to the Royal 
Irish Constabulary, which had no equal in the 
civilised world.. The greatest horror of it was 
that these acts were perpetrated by men who 
called themselves Christians. That had been 
the first murder in Tyrone, and he hoped that 
it would be the last. While the murderers 
might escape in this world, they would not 
escape in the next. 

Constables George Browne end John J. 
McGowan detailed the circumstances of the raid, 
and Dr. Duncan and Dr, Cunningham described 
the injuries to the deceased's head, and 
stated that they found a bullet lodged at the 
right side of the head behind the car. It 
was of the class fired from a smal] automatic 
pistol, with a soft nose, and appeared to have 
been split down the centre. 

The jury having exemined the bullet, Mr. 
Henderson, foreman, said that they could 
only come to one conclusion—that this was 
a case of deliberate murder. 

The jurors expressed agreement, and a verdict 
of murder was returned ageinst some persons 
unknown. The jury also expressed sympathy 
with the relatives of the deceased, with 
which District Inspector MeDonagh and the 
Coroner associated themselves.

An official telegram from Foynes atates thet 
two constables, who were on eick leave and 
were attending the doctor at Shanagolden 
Dispensary, were surrounded by eight armed 
men, made prisoners, and merched to the 
bottom of the village.

Mr. Craig's 
premises were completely gutted by this time, 
and the flames were spreading rapidly to the 
Ulster Bank premises and to Mr. McGorisk’s 
shop. The Post Office was quickly cut off, and 
the lower part of the bank building saved. The 
pe weed portion of the block was gutted com- 
etely.

the winter, often, indeed, from October to 

April, but wake from time to time and nibble 

at the cache of nuts and seeds they have 

gathered against the lean months. Bats hiber- 

nate, too, ahd, when one comes to think of it, 
they are mammals. 

A few insects, notably the small tortoiseshe!t 
butterfly, live through the winter in @ comatose 
condition, and emerge for a few brief days 
with the first sums of spring; but the vast mea- 
jority subsist through the cold weather only 
in the larval, or pupal, state, the promise, as it 
were, of insects yet to be. For all other mobile 
life the year falls roughly into two seasons, 
the season of maximum activity and the season 
of ease, safety, and, to a large extont, repose. 
Autumn and winter constitute the first season, 
spring and summer the second. As the har- 
vesteg crops disappear from the fields, and 
the tangled verdure from the hedgerows and 
copses, life becomes more exposed, more ad- 
venturous. It is not only for man and his gun 
that the open season begins, Food becomes 
harder to find, and the seekers are confronted 
at the same time with the need ioc seek 
further afield, and the absence of “over makeá 
movement from place to place a hazardous 
affair. So animal movement becomes almost 
entirely nocturnal. By this time, however, the 
family life has come to an end? The cares of 
parenthood have vanished. Sometimes their 
place is taken by a cheerful gregarionsness, in 
others by self-reliant solitude. But in either 
case increased action and increased vitality are 
the order of the day. The yearlings, such as 
survive, learn wisdom, and agquire strength and 
eunning, to kill and avoid being killed, to seck 
food skilfully, and fast philosophically. Increased 
vitality spells increased happiness, not to man 
only, but to all living creatures. The robin's 
song of cheerfulness and hope sounds the clarion 
of autumn. High endeavour takes the place 
of love-in-idleness. The urge to be up and dome 
speeds the sensuous world upon its evolutionary 
—e as well as its crowded hour of glorious 
ife. 

If cutumn spells the coming of the season of 
action for the animal kingdom, for the 
tary race of plants it means something more 
still. In our mild climate autumn has dispos- 
sessed spring as the season of the beginning of 
life. True, the great trees, to whom a season, 
one way or another, is not a matter of great 
moment. take their rest. Jt is, however. a 
deliberate inaction rather than the result of 
periodic debility. In the first week of autumn, 
when the trees are sucking the vitality out of 
their leaves, and storing it in root and fibre, 
they ‘are at their maximum of activity. In a 
senee, as some naturalists have pointed out, 
the tree is the scene of a great migration: but, 
whereas if was sap that flowed upward to 
leaf and twig through spring and summer, it 
is carbon and chlorophyll that flow back by 
the same routes to the vitality storing cells. 
It is the disappearance of chlorophyll, the green 
colouring matter common to all vegetable life 
except che fungi, that cause the leaves to turn 
yelléw, red, or brown. But why do they 
assume these hues that add such beauty to the 
autumn la P We may say that the 
actual colour is due to the presence of certain 
chemicals, the waste products left over when 
the chlorophyll had completed ite function of 
extracting carbon from the air. What we 
really want to know, however, is why this 
apparently purely utilitarian process is also pro- 
ductive of so much loveliness. Beauty is the 
only phenomenon in the world that the ecientific 
materialist cannot satisfactorily account for, 
and the only thing, incidentally, that the deiat 
persistently suspects. But, if some trees and 
herbaceous plants rest during the winter 
months, many others do not. If you live in 
a tillage country you will see how quickly the 
piough follows the reaper, and the sower the 
plough. By the end of October the young 
wheet, on whose strength and opulence the 
lives of millions depend, is up striping the black 
earth with its streaming green. Snow. and 
rain and hail will buffet it, and cover it, and 
frost descend upon if fiercely, but it cares for 
none of these things. If rain and wind would 
do it mischief; they must come in Angust. 
With the autumn-<own wheat come manr 
another plant and blossom’ that defy the 
seasons and make autumn their spring. Mothe 
continue to hatch ont through November. and 
begin again in Jenuary. 

The glory of an English autumn, save Sir 
W. Beach Thomas in ' The English Year,”’ is 
that, in a very real sense, it is also «pring. 
For men, too, it should be, and for wise men 
it is, this first arrival of the bracing awtmmn 
mornings, a signal for a renewal of youth. for 
fresh efforts to make life more worth living 
for all concerned. There is no need to wait 
until January Ist for your good resolutions to 
assert themerives. September is traditionally 
the month of great adventures. And, even in 
Ireland, it is still possible to make something 
out of life. s

THE TSAR’S LAST NIGHT. 


MASSACRE OF THE IMPERIAL 


FAMILY DESCRIBED. 
The Press Association is indebted to the cour- 
tesy of 7'Ae Tianes for the following extracts 


from the ninth instalment gv eyo to-day) of 

uthoribative account of the captivity and 
id “a t r and the Russian Imperial 
amily :— 


Following the grim story of the last weeks 
of the Tsar’s life at Ekaterinburg and the brutal 
treatment of the Imperial family, to-day’s article 
deals with details the actual massacre of the 
family and their attendants, doctor, chamber- 
maid, footman, and cook, in the basement of 
what had lately been their prison house. The 
tregedy was enacted in the early morning of 
July 17th. The plans for the massacre and the 
disposal of ihe bodies by fire having been com- 

leted, Yurovsky went to the Imperial cham- 

rs, and informed the sleeping inmates that 
there were reasons for their removal from the 
“ danger”' which had arisen in the city. The 
ferogious Lett executioners had been overnight 
provided with Service revolvers to commit the 
eed; and a motor lorry waited for the removal 
of the mangled bodies. Sentries with machine 
guns were on duty near the death chamber. 

The family and their followers were ushered 
into the semi-basement chamber, and told to 
wait. They were not suspicious. The Tsar 
asked to have some chairs brought. One was 
passed to Alexandra, who had been leaning 

ainst the wall. Nicholas seated the sick boy, 
Alexis, in the middle of the room, and sat down 
beside him. The Tsar and Tsarevitch kept their 
caps. They thought that vehicles to convey 
them away had not arrived, the lorry being 
there to take the luggage. On the Empress’s 
right stood three daughters; on her left, the 
other daughter and the chambermaid. The door 
into the lobby was by Yurovsky, his 
friends, and the Letts. There. were twelve mur- 
dererm Each carried a revolver. 

Yurovsky addressed the Tear. There are 
many versions of this utterance. According to 
the most trustworthy one, he said :“ Your re- 
latives have tried to save you, but it could not 
be managed by. them, and so we, 
ourselves, are compelled to shoot you.”

Mr. John Holness, in the course of his speech, 
said that there was no one regretted more than 
the shipyard workers the looting and destrue- 
tion of property which had taken place in their 
city during the past two or thrge weeks. These 
depredations were being carrie out by irres- 
ponsibles, and he would ‘go further and say 
that they were instigated by foreign agents, 
who went among their boys and girls and in- 
cited them to acts of rowdyism. They, as re- 
sponsible working men, hed got to pay for it. 
Continuing, Mr. Holness referred to the brutal 
murders of Commissioner Smyth and District 
Inspector Swanzy, and asked. why had the 
Roman Catholic Hierarchy neter condemned 
these outrages. If the Roman Catholic Hier- 
archy were to use the power they undoubtedly 
possess they would put a stop to such mons- 
trous happenings. 

THE ENROLMENT OF SPECIAL 
CONSTABLES. 

Dealing with the conference which had taken 
or: between the Lord Mayor, General Bain- 

ridge, and representatives of the workers on 
Wednesday, Mr. Holness said that the Lord 
Mayor had put the facts very plainly before 
them, antl had ex wish that loya: 
workmen would band themselves together for 
the suppression of the irresponsi who were 
destroying property; and he (the speaker) as- 
sured him that the shipyard workers were with 
him heart and soul. re would be a deputa- 
tion to wait upon the Lord Mayor to-morrow 
(Saturday), they intended to ask him to 
withdraw the police from the streets of Bally- 
macarrett—(appiause)—and the Islandmen wo 
be responsible for seeing that there were no 
more looting, burning, or depredations, and 4 
that the working men of Belfast would do what 
the Government could not do. (Applause.) 

DISORDERLY MOBS IN CONFLICT. 

Telegraphing later our correspondent states 
that serious ricting again broke out in the 
evening in the Ballymacarrett district, where 
rival crowds of Unionists and Nationalists came 
into collision. A regular pitched battle was in 
progress between the opposing perties close 
to the junction of Foundry street and New-, 
townards road. Two armoured cars came into 
view from the bridge end. officer in 
charge, who occupied a seat with the driver of 
the first car, taking im the situation ata glance, 
as the factionists were in full view, and stil] 
continuing the battle, gave the order to 
“Close down the hatches.” The men re 
sponded promptly, and in a few minutes had 
everything prepared for eventualities. The 
crowd ecattered before the car, which proceeded 
along Foundry street, in the direction of 
Fraser street Bridge, where there had as- 
sembled for the greater part of the afternoon 
a tremendous crowd of men, women, and 
children. Déesultory stone-throwing vccurred 
in other districts. 

To-day will be a critical day in Belfast, in 
view of the annual rere oliday. Rioting 
will either develop, or the more sensible ship- 
yard workers, released from their employment, 
will be able to take control of the situation, 
and subdue the irresponsible youths who have 
up to the present been mainly responsible for 
the burning and looting of mises. 

LORD MAYOR’S GRAVE STATEMENT. 

Lagt night the Lord Mayor (Councillor W. F 
Coates) issued the following appeal to the 
citizens :—I earnestly desire to em to your 
notice the destruction of property which has 
been taking place in certain’ districts of the 
city, and the danger to life resulting there 
from.

COURTMARTIAL ON TWO 


CIVILIANS, 


At a district courtmartial held at Mari- 
borough Barracks yesterday, Lieut.-Colonel 
Parsons, R.F.A., presiding, Patrick Kane and 
James Dalton, both of Navan, were charged 
with having each a revolver im his possession 
without a permit. Mr. A. Steen represented 
the accused, who pleaded not guilty. 

Captain Barrett, who prosecuted, mentioned 
that two girls, Margaret Cooney and Bridget 
Falkiner, went out for a walk in Navan on 
3lst July and met two soldiers. They were 
followed by civilians,.and had their hair cut 
by the accused, who had revolvers in their 
possession at the time. They were not charged 
with cutting the girls’ hair. 

Margaret Cooney saill that on the evening 
in question she went for a walk and met 
Private Thompson They walked for some 
distance when she saw the men following them. 
She left the soldier and went into a field. She 
was followed by the accused, Kane, who had 
a revolver with him, and who shouted “ Here 
she is.” Dalton then covered her with a 
revolver, while Kane cut her hair. Kane said 
“ Put a b—— bullet through her if she moves.” 
She then became unconscious. 

In reply to Mr. Steen, witness said that 
she ran away from the soldier because she 
thought it was the priest who was following 
her. She did not see the other girl’s hair 
being cut, although she was only a few yards 
away. She could not describe the clothes worn 
by the accused on the occasion. 

Bridget Falkiner stated that she was sitting 
on a bank with Corporal Evans, when the ac- 
cused and two other men approached. A man 
named Keegan caught her by the arm and 
told her that she should be ashamed of her- 
self going with soldiers. Kane presented a 
revolver to Corporal Evane and told him to 
take himself off or he would shoot him. The 
soldier went @way and she was then knocked 
down and her hair was cut with a penknife by 
Dalton. The men then went away taking the 
soldier's cap and belt. Kane threw them across | 
& fence but witmess recovered them. 

In cross-examination, witness said that the 
police arrested the accused, but did not go on 
with the case egainst them. 

Corporal Evans, South Wales Borderers, de- 
posed that Kane stood over him while the 
others went after the girl. Kane did not touch 
the girl in his presence. She told witness the 
names of the men, and the next time he saw 
them was when he was one of the party which 
visited their homes. 

Private Thompson failed to identify the 
cused, upon whose behalf Mr. J. A. Lew, J.P.. 
and Private Dalton, Leinster iment, and 
other witnesses, gave evidence. [t was con- 
tended that the accused was elsewhere at the 
time of the occurrence. 

The decision of the Court will be promulgated.

GARDEN GOLF, 


ee 


(BY Cc. H. B.) 

I can conceive of no happier experience for 
man or woman than to do good by stealth, and 
blush to find it golf. If any agree with me, 
or, having ‘no opinion on the matter, desire to 
test the accuracy of my statement, let them 
present themselves without fai] at 2 p.m. to-day 
at Kilteragh, Sir Horace Plunkett’s pleasant 
domicile at Foxrock, and, having first obtained 
a ticket for the paltry sum of five bob, let them 
spend the afternoon practising for the first time 
in their lives the difficult, but engrossing, art 
of garden golf. Before describing this sport in 
detail 1 should, perhaps, explain that this 
“Golf and Dramatic Féte”’ is being held in 
aid of the Dublin Associated Hospitals’ Fund. 
That is where the good comes in, and, if I 
may put it in that way, where your five bob 
goes out. Tea is included, but [ warn you 
rankly that, if you have never played garden 
golf before, nothing will induce you to stop for 
tea. Garden golf is golf with all the nice long 
easy strokes omitted, and all the short, pesky, 
missable strokes left in. It is seldom played 
because, in fact, very few people have gardens 
big enough to accommodate a golf course. Or, 
if the garden is big enough, they probably want 
all the room they can spare for growing giant 
vegetable marrows, or drilling scarlet geraniums 
in column of fours: from the right. In fact, 
I am not at all sure that Sir Horace Plunketi’s 
garden golf course is not the only one in cap- 
tivity. Garden golf is no mere putting com- 
petition. There are two holes at Foxrock over 
a hundred yards long, and the whole course is 
about a third of a mile in length. The local 
rules are strict. Amy part of the messuage, 
tenement, or hereditament, including the per- 
pole and the potting shed, that are found to 

lying between the player’s ball and the hole, 
may be lifted not more than a club’s length 
from the former. If the ball strikes an onlooker, 
the onlooker must be removed under alty of 
one stroke, and dropped into the shrubbery not 
nearer to the hole than the place where the 
accident occurred. I forget the other local rules, 
but it is not important, use there is to be a 
professional exhibition matéh for which all jocal 
professionals are invited to enter, and for which 
valuable money ins are offered. All you have 
to do is to watch the essionals, and then do 
the same yourself. en you have finished you 
will understand why professional golfers get 
paid for it. There will be both a ladies’ fand 
gentlemen's stroke competition. No lady will be 
permitted to win both. For those who <annot 
stay the course, or have not the right clothes, 
there will be putting competitions on clocks, and 
ladders, and, I presume, snakes. So, if you 
do not get a prize, you will clearly have no one 
to blame but yourself. For those who have no 
flair for the royal and ancient game, there will 
be produced twice in the afternoon by Mr. 
Lennox Robinson Dunsany’s play, “A 
Night at an Inn.” I do not know where Mr. 
mobvinson 16 going to produce it from, but 
1 ls a great play, the rea! Peruvian doughnuts, 
Altogether, it will be a great afternoon, so go in 
your thousands. The Dublin hosgitals will 
benefit, and so will you.
